May it pleaſe Your moſt Sacred Majeſtie, 


CAR GY Liver Cromwell, and his Secretary Thurloe, had 

Y>XEg ſeveral Conferences with one Manaſſeh Ben-Iſ- 
xXx>\ \- ral,who pretended himſelfto be inthenature of 
TLABF,| 13 an High Prieſt to the Jewiſh Nation, This 
AN 1VÞ 5 Manaſieh Ben-Iſraet preſented to Cromwell aPe- 
a} = tition, wherein amongſt other things he prayes 
NS 2x for the Nation of the Jewes, 1. To have liber. 
ty to cret new Synagogues or Temples amongſt us, for the free pub- 
lick exerciſe of their Iewiſh Worſhip, Cuſtomes and Religion; and they 
did then ere a Iewiſh Synagogue, and it is at this day, every day they 
<cerony twice in the day their ſuperſtition, their fire never goes out all 
the year. 

2, Toſet up a Iewiſh Corporation or Fraternity among(t us, in our 
Cities an? Corporations, ſubjeR to their ownimmediate peculiar Of- 
ficers and Iadges, as they enjoyed it in this Nation heretofore, 

3. And to purchaſe Lands, Houſes, exerciſe Merchandize, and 
all ſorts of ManufaQures, as free Denizons and Merchants, upon ſuch 
qualifications as ſhall be indulged to them, 
| A 4. When 
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4. Whenthe Tews was under the Kings ProteRQion, as his Vaſſals he 
did command all their eſtates and perſons, they being rhe Kings 
faves, whereas the King cannot legally lay a Tax onhis En-/iſh Sub. 
jects, but by Conſeot m Parliamenr, jn Kef.. Part. Edw; 1, from the 
17. Decemb, 50, Edw,3.to the 2 Rich. 2. which was bur ſeven ycares, 
theſe Kings received of the Iewes foure hundred 'and twenty thouſand 
pounds fitteen ſhillings and foure pence, at which time the ounce of 
flyer was but worth 20 d, and now is62d. the ounce. See Cook [z- 
ſtitr. p. $9. the value atthis day is twelve hundred and fixty thouſand 
pounds ſterling ; fo they were good milch kine to theſe Kings. 

' 5. Upon ſeveral diys hearing, Cromwrl and his Councel did give 1 
Tolcration and Diſpenſation to a great number of Tewes to come and 
live here in London, andto this day they do keep publick Worſhip in 
the City of Londen, to the great diſhonour of Chriſtianity, and pub- 
lick ſcandal of the true Proteſtant Religion, and to the great damige of 
the Kingdome, eſpeciuliy-our Merchants, whoſe Trade they engrofs, 
and cat the childrens bread : and in the Bsrbadoes they do ſo ſwarm, 
that had not care bin taken to baniſh them, in twenty years they would 
cat out the Engliſh: but by the care of this bleſſed Parliament they are 
withina year to be baniſh:d thence. 

6. That ſince this Toleration many people have bin ſeduced, and 
the Iewes Exerciſe of their Religion, being every day ſolemaly kepr 
in London, between feven and cight of theclock in the morning, and 
about threein the afreraoon, multitudes of men and women ſeeking 
aſter noveities, and ſeduced by the deviJ, have been wavering in their 
Religion, and at length turned abſolute lewes, keeping Saturday for 
Sunday, and in many other Iewiſh Ceremonies are their Proſclites. 

7. May it pleaſe your Sacred Majeſtic, in ſtead of our procuring 
the TIewes to turn Chriſtians, by granting them to live amoneſt us, 
they having taken advantage of the ſeveral m_G_ and feds a- 
bounding inthe Kingdom, by this means, the Tews have gotten many 
Proſelites, ro the great endangering ot mens fouls - This damage 
the Tews hay? done the Nation in their fpiricuals: and for their tem+ 
porals, as to matter of trade, no Ivie can hurt the Growth of a tree, 
and ſuck away the ſap, more then they have damaged this Nationin 
point of Trade and Commerce, in carrying all before them, as will 
appear by {ome following inſtances, ro which may be added many 
hundred other particulars. See what Gods Law ſays of them, and _”_

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che Laws of the Kingdom, and — the Petition of the Merchants 
of London: If any man love not the Lord Teſus Chriit, let him be Ana. 
thema maranatha, that is, ſeparate and caſt out from all Chriſtian fo- 
ciety and communion, 1 Cor.16. 22, now theſe Iewes are ſuch, who do 
not only not love, but denie, defie, and hate our Lord Icſus Chriſt, 
in the higheſt degree, therefore to be excluded co-habitation amongſt 
us, John 2.6.7. many Deceivers are entred into the World, who confeſſe not 
that Teſas Chriſt is come in the Fleſh, this is a Deceiver and Antichriſt 
the Iewes arethele Deceivers, and abſolutcly deny Chriſt, 

8. May it pleaſe your Sacred Majeſtie,to behold Cromwells bleſſed Re- 
formation, he ſtops the mouths of all Ocrhodox Miniſters, both in 
publick and private, not permiting them to teach School to put bread ia 
their heads, and art the ſame time invites into this Nation the Lewes, 
who killed the Lord Ieſus. | | 

9. Secing theſe Iewes, invited in by Tharlo?, and protected by 9- 
liver, my humbleprayer is,thar theſe wicked Iews cohabiting among(t 
ns, under ſuch ProteRors and Protc&ior, che Law may now icize on 
them: Letus make no Covenant with them, leſt they be a ſnare in 
tic midſt of ns, and the wrath of God burſt out on us, for admitting 
theſe curſcd Tewes amonglt us - this is Gods Law. Now forthe Laws 
of the Kingdom, | 

10. The ewes being baniſhed by AR of Parliament,as appears by the 
Records of the Tower, cannot be reſtored but by Act of Parlizment, 
as is adjudged inthe Caſe of the two Spercers and Pierce Gavejton, the 
printed Starute, for reſtoring Be/knap, and other cxiled Indges, and 
Roger Mortimer, ſothat the lewes being baniih+4 by common conſent 
, in Parliament, anu their Eſtates and Lands ſoi.i by the Kiag, as appears 
by many Records in the Towerthiey were, and this Act never repealed, 
Itis Felony for any Iewto be found in England, by the Law, neither 
can any man give them Protection, but by common Conſent in Parli1- 
ment, And by the Statute z Els, cap. 13. Eliz, cap. 2. 23 Eli-cip.ts 
35 iz. cap.1. 3 Tac, cap. 4.9giinſt Popiſh Pricfts, z:ſuices ond Friars, 
tor ſpeedy baniſhingthem, and keeping them peapetuaily out of rhe 
Realm by Law and Reaſon , in this regard: much more Joth 
exclude and aboliſh all Iewes, Tewiſh Prieſts, Syn199 rues, and all 
{uch Worſhip, Ceremonies, and Superſtition out of this Kingdom, be- 
ing far more diſhonourable ro Chriſt, oppoſite to Chriſtian Religion, 
deſtrucive to the peoples ſouls, _ Popiſh Prieſts azee 
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11. May it pleaſe your Sacred Majeſty,if the ewes be once admnted, 
then 7 humbly ſay, admit any 7eſuites, Seminaries, Prieſts, or any Ro- 
miſh Maſſe, or Superſtition whatſoever : and if you allow lewes, ew. 
iſh Prieſts, and their ſuperſtitious Ceremonics to be practiſed pub. 
lickly amongſt us, then much more Popery, 2afles, Maſle.Pricſts, by 
the ſelf-ſame Reaſon and Tufiice. | 

12. The [ewes are ſo hated by the Turks,that when they would wiſh 
2 man the greateſt miſchicf imaginable, they wiſh he may die a Te. 
And the Turks will not admit of a ew toturn Turk, unlefſe he be fir 
baptized, that is the chict Reaſon ſo few ſewes will cura Turks, Ga. 5. 
2,3,4. Behold, I Paul ſay unto you, that if you be circumaſed, Chriſt ſhall 
profit you nothing, for 1 teſtifie again to every man that is circursciſed, that be 
is adebtor 19 the whole Law, Chriſt is become of none effett to you : whoſocver 
of you are juſtified by the Law, you are fallen from grace, lohn 1.4,3. Every 
ſpirit that confeſseth not that Jeſus Chriſt is come in the fleſh, is not of God, 
and this is the ſpirit of Antichriſt, Theſe Tewes are the greateſt Blaſphe- 
mersof Chriſt of any people in the world, fo that if they be permitted 
to continue amoneſt us, they will bring the wrath of God upon us. 

13. The Jewes thar arcatthis day tollerated in England, are cither 
by birth Portugels, or Spaniards, for the generality of them, Antonze 
Ferdinando went for a Chriſtian before this tolleration, and was daily at 
Maſs at the Spaviſh Ambaſſadors:by reaſon of the ſtrict correſpondence 
the Jewes have with one anothers Tribes, they docarry the Trade from 
apy Feople with whom they live, and that makes them ia all Countries 
- tounite together, and as long as they live,they-cannot be made ſo poor, 

but they will grow rich preſently again , by the help of their Kindred 
in all parts of the World, let them be deſtroyed in their Eſtates in one 
. Country,they will goto their Kindred in another Country,and by their 
fabtilty, and craft in Trade, ina few years get mighty Eſtates. 
-14. There wants not Spaniſh Merchants, and ſome others in Lon- 
-4on, that can tell your Sacred Majeſty, that the Jewes in all Conntries 
they come into, are generally counterfeiters of money, and adulterers 
of all manner of Merchandize, and the Jewes of this ape, are the true 
Sons of their fare Fathers, not caring what tricks. and cheats they pur 
upon Merchants, eſpecially upona Nation that will be ſo eaſily gulled 
25 we wil ſuffer our ſelves to be:they have cheated this Nation above one 
hundred thouſand pounds,inthe.very price of Wines, and fill rheKing- 
dom with unneceflary commodities,and make rezurns with our money, 
ice

ſee their importation and exportation, this will be found true,they have 
cozened us of many ſcore thouſand pounds of our Gold and Silver. 

15. May it pleaſe your Sacred. Majeſty,; 1 moſt humbly ſay, I have 
made it a great wonder, conſidering how the Jewes tore Fathers haye 
been ſerved here in England,as will appear by the Records of the Tower, 
they yctdare venture themſelves, and their great Eſtates amongſt us , 
let any man read but what our Chronicles ſay of them, both for their 
Offences, and their Puniſhments,it would make a man tremble to read, 
if God did not owe them a ſhame, they would never have returned for 
England; your Sacred Majeſty will finde them a People, that ſince they 
crucified our Saviour, curſed of God, falſe, treacherous, great oppreſ- 
fors,adulterers of moſt MannfaQures, and Merchandizes,and they are nc- 
ver admitted into any Nation, but in a few years they accumulate to 
themſelves all the Wealth, and Trade of a Nation, and alwaics the _ 
wrath ofGad doth follow a people for having communion,and fellow- 
ſhip with them. | 

16, In Turkey, the great Turk makes uſe of them as Spunges, that 
ſuck up the wealth ofthe People, and there they are their Publicanesto 
receive their Taxes, and once in ſeven years, or oftner, the great Turk 
{ſqueezes them, or ſhaves them, they being a kind of Camomel,the more 
you tread them, the more they grow again; wherethey eſcape with lite 
and liberty, they never make ſcruple co get Riches, whereloever they 
come 7 and for thcir Prieſt that reads Moſes Law vntothem, moſt an end 
they arealſo cunning Merchants, Iex-cllers. and it is very rare, that you 
hall find a fair dealing man amongſt a thouſand of them. 

x7, 1 ſhall humbly offer it to your Sacred Majeſties conſideration, 
how after ages will take it, whenthe Hiſtory of the preſent times ſhall 
be wrir, that the Iewes that were called inby Thurleeand Cromwel, ſhall 
in deſpite of the Goſpel,be ſuffered now in theſe times that your Sacred 
Majcſtie is returned in peace, and yet the Iewes to live, and plant them- 
ſelves among us, It by the preſent Lawes of this Nation no Ieſuite, 
Poptth Pricft, nor Mats be permitted, much more, I humbly fay, Iewcs 
ought to be baniſhed, who daily blaſpheme Chriſt, and in as muchas in 
them lies, deſires to deſtroy Chriſtianity, 

18, My moſt humble prayer to your Sacred Majeſty is, that for 
the honour of Chriſt you would be pleaſed Carefully to look what for- 
mer ages hath donein E-el:n4 with theſe Iewes, and that the _ 
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made againſt them,may be put in ty i&t execution, and to forbid all Per- 
ſons whomſoever to go, and hear, or uſe their Superſtition; if the Par: 
liament grant to them atolleration in Enzland, Il moſt humbly ſay, you 
hinder the growth of Chriſtianity, and do ſuffer before your Faces, ia 
this great and populous City and Nation. the birth, death, and paſſion 
of our bleſſed Saviour ro be conremned, fcorned, and daily made a 
mock, to the great ſcandal of the Proteſtant Religion; rheir rolleration 
lcavencththe whole lump, and is a principal caute of the many diviſions 
and dangerous opinions; this ought to have beenthe work of ſome 0- 
ther, humbly to have repreſented theſe things to your Sacred Majeſtie, 
and the Parliament, but ſecing it is aot as yer done by any, to my know- 
ledg, and this ſuperſtition openly profciſed, God hath bid me tcl your 
vacred M3jeſty this for a truth, and to be your Myjcſties remembrance, 
I bumbly leave the iflue ro God, I am cl iy in his hand, 

19. If your Sacred Majcſty will put this bufinsfle vigorouſly on 
foot, according to Gods {aw:s, and the Lawes of this Nation, then my 
humble prayer is, that your Sacred Majeſtic uſe all ſpeed co makethein 
anſwer the Law; vaſt trea'ure will be raiſed, if this buſtnefle be wifely 
managed, your Sacred M.jzſty, and the Parliament, will find:the bleſ(- 
ſing of God to go along with you, for reſtoring the honour of this Na« 
tion, by ſuppreſſing the Iewes Idolatry,and Blaſphemie, and the puniſh- 
ing theſe Iewes, may be an attonement tothe Nation, when your Sacred 
Majeſtic, and the Parliament, {hall (hew rheir detcſtation of ſo wicked 
a deſign, as of ſuffering the Iewes ro make their abidinz amongſt us, 
if this tolleration ſhould continue, and be admitted among us, it would 
check and hinder the growth of the Goſpel of Chriſt, 

20. My moſt humble prayer to your Sacred Mijeſtic is, totake this 
courſe, for the honour of the Chriſtian Religion, viz, Make this poiſon 
Mithridate, take theſe Tewiſh menand Women, whom you will fiad in 
London, inthe Net of theLaw,vhich yourSacredMajeſtie may do,bath 
' by the Laws of God,and this Nation,asa grave Iudg now living can in- 
form yourMajeſtie, they are all by theLaw in a premunire. God hath put 
theſe People into your Majeſtics hands to helpto Ropthe great debts 
of the Nation. ! humbly ſay, by the Lawes of God,ard of this Nation, 
theſe Iewes areBlaſphemers againſtChriſt,and I humbly pray theirPurſe 
and Bodies may pay for it. 


21, It is in your Sacred Majeſties power to make theſe Iewes pay - 
their 
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their preſuwprion, in dareing to fertie rhemſclves amongſt' us in theſe 
times; the Icwes over all the World will ranſom thefe Tewes Bodies at 
a great rate, and they have mightic Eſtates at this day among us. By this 
due courſe of Tuſtice and Law, your Sicred Majeſtie will keep Tudaiſme 
out of the Kingdom, for your Majeſties doing thereof, your Sacred 
Majcſtie will obraia the praiers of all good Chriſtians, I humbly pray 
read 1 Cor.16.22, 

May it ple:ſe your ſacred Majeſtze, | moſt humbly obſerve by the Mer- 
chants of Londons Petition. there can nothing be granted to them, which 
willbe more acceptable to theMerchants of theCity of Londen in gener« 
a}l, and all the Engliſh Tradimen, th.cn the baniſhing theſe Tewes, and 
removing them from all communion a::d tellowſhip out of this Nation 
root and branch, Oliver Cromwels defign to bring in thelewes amongſt 
vs,was to mike them Farmers of the Cuſtoms,and Exciſe, and to have 
naruralized them,by that means to have drawn into this Nationthe prin- 
cipal Iewes intne World, with their Eſtate and Credit, which ifdeath 
had not ſuppreſſed the Tyrant, he would have made theſe Iewes very 
inſtrumental tocarry on his defigns by furniſhing Cromwel with vaſt 
ſums of treafure; Anthony Fardinando the great Tew, told me the Tewes 
were to advance one Million of Money, to have libertie ro bring in 


two thouſand Iewiſh Merchants, and their Families, to be naturalized ,. 


had that deſign gone on, which vvas prevented by the death of the Tyrant 
oliver, All the Frgliſh Merchants of this Nation would haye been ſup= 
planted of their bitth-rigi:t, and oppreſſed by the griping extortion of 
the Iewes.

reſerve the ſame,tili God ſhould bleſs the Kingdom with yourMajeſties 


happy Arrival into E»glaza, and ihen it would bea fit time for ro pre= ' 


ſent it for your Majeſtics Service, and to preſent it ro your Majcſties 
Privie Counlcl ; and that he would take that order your Sacred

Mr. Juſtice Tyril was pleaſed to tell me,it ſhould be fully preſented to. 
your Sacred Majeſtic, for my advantage, thereupon Mr. FuStice Tyril 
told me he would rake ſome panes to ſtudy this buſineſs, it I would 
leave the Papers with him, both for the former Preſidents, and what 
the lawes of the Kingdom was touching the Iewes, according to his de- 
firc I lefr the Papers wich him, and [ did thereupon promiſeto him,nor 
to acquaint any more perſons with this buſineſs, (upon the Reaſons Mr. 
Toſtice Tyril gave me) till thoſe times changed, and your Majeſtic 
ſhould Arrive at London: In Iunelaſt I waited on Mr. Inſtice Tyril, to 
know how 7 ſhould proceed, or this bufineſle of the Iewess and he 
gave me order to waiton ſome of your Majcſtics moſt Honourable 
Privie Councel, with my Humble Propolals touching the Tewes, 
which was almoſt verbatim, as this Petition is now to your Majeſtic 

and the Parhament, which 16id, and 7 had Mr. 1ſtice Tyrils Commitl- 
fion to acquaint ſome of the Honourable Lords of your Majeſties moſt 
Honourable Privie Counſel, what had formerly paſſed between Mr. 
Iuſtice Tyril and my ſelf, about Chriſtmas 1659. touching the Tewes, 
And that Ar, 1uſtice Tyril had taken a great deal of paines in ſearching 
' Records and Preſidents in the lewes Caſe, and would fatisfic their 
Lordſhips what the Law was at this day touching the Tcwes in 
London,which Mr. Iuſtice Tyril hath done. : 

May it pleaſe your Sacred Majeſtie, 7 hearing but this morning from 

a Merchant of Lendon, that this Bufineſſe of the ewes would come 
under Examination of this Parliament, as tomorrow morning, touching 
2 Petition of the Acrchants of Loxdox,againſt the Re admittance of the

Majeſty, and his moſt honourable Lords of his Privy Councel will ſuf- 
fer, and be expoſed unto, ſhould ſome Merchants of Loxdox obtaine 
leave but for a year, as now they defire, to tranſport Gold and Silvar 
freely, without leave from his Majeſty, and his Privy Councel, 

My good Lord, the Flowers of the Crown are Sacred things, and 
eſpecially ſuch, asif his Majeſty, and his Privy. Conncel depofite it to 
any other hands, then the Law hath placed it, and inveſted it, 
Gold and Silver in all Kingdoms is a royal Merchandize,by twenty Acts 
of Parliament, and in King Fames's time, and in King Charles the Firft, 
of glorious memory, by ten Proclamations ſetled and confirmed. | 

Theſe Kings found out this remedy to hinder the tranſporting of Gold 
&Silver,without their licence, which was (in good ſooth)to put the Laws 
ſtrictly in,cxecution againſt theie boldOffendors.

My Le1d, the Trade tothe Eaſt-Indies from Holland is driven with 
orcat ſubtiltie, and a mightie ſtock, not io Gold or Silver as we yearly 
ſend, for now they ſend no Gold or Silver-from Hollend to ſpeak of to 
the Eaſt-Indies, but ManufaQtures of Chriftendem, the Dutch being in 
the Eaſt-Indies as Potent, and numerous as they are in Chriftendom , 
their own Natives ſpend moſt of theſe Manufactures ; then they have a 
vaſt (tock of wealth goes conſtantly in Trade,they have mighty ſtocks 
there, andin Chriſtendom, they buy cheap and ſell dear, theixcommo- 
dities watching the advantage oftheir markets in all their Dominions 
and Territories, where they have ſtrong Cities, Garrizons, and Fortsto 
command the Natives: and by their power they compel and force the 
Natives to a Trade for commodities of Chriſtendom, at their own 
price, and this is done in regard in many places of the Eaſt-Indies, the 
Dutch are Maſters of the Country, and command, and force a Trade 
upon their owntcarms, by bartering of the commodities of Chriften- 
dom,for their Spices, Drugs, Silks, and Callicors, whereas we cannot 
do ſo; we want ſtock there, and a force to compel a Trade. 

The Engliſh Trade in the Eaſt-Indies hath hitherto been almoſt all
